Great Maſter of Dexnmars: 


And of the 


Countels Eleonora his W ife. 


HE Perſons whoſe Lives I un- 
dertake to write, have ſhown 
ſo much Magnanimity in the 
different Turns of their For- 

tune, that it is difficult to judg which 
they are moſt to be prais'd for, the Mo- 
deration they have us'd in their Pro- 
ſperity, or the Conſtancy they have ex- 
preſs'd in their Diftreſſes : but whatever 
State we conlider them in,their Elevati- 


| on and their Fall are equally Inſtruftive ; 
| to learn never to rely on the Luſtre of a 
| great Favour, and to ſuffer the utmoſt 


B Rigors 
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Rigors of Fortune, without betraying 
the leaſt Weakneſs. 

Cornifix, Count of Ulfeld, was the 
Tenth Son of Count Vfeld Lord Chan- 
cellor of Denmark ; who in the Reign 
of King Chriſtian the Fourth made him- 
ſelf as Illuſtrious by his Merit, as he 
was by his high Birth ; his Family be- 
ing one of the Firſt and moſt Antient 
of the Kingdom, and the only One that 
was honour'd with the Dignity of 
Connt, by Conceſſion from the Empe- 
ror. Beſides the Advantages which Cor- 
nifix deriv'd from the Luſtre of his Fa- 
mily, and from his Father's Favour, 
who ruld the State, Nature prov'd ve- 
ry favourable to him, for he was the 
fineſt Gentleman of his Tirht ;"hE had 
a Noble eaſy Shape, and a Majeſtick 
Air; his Mind was great and capable of 
all Things, his Eloquence was beyond 
the reach of moſt Men of his Quality ; 
his Judgment was ſolid ; he had an un- 
daunted Courage without Oftentati- 
on; a great deal of Sweetneſs mix'd 
with Gravity, which procur'd him Re» 
ſpect and Good-Will from all Men ; he 


was Faithful and Moderate, very Sober, : 
Generous and Vigilant : In a Word, he ; 
would have been perfe&t, had he not been 2 


Ambitious, Before 


. 
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Before he was ten Years of Age, the 
great Vivacity of his Mind made him 
commit ſo many youthful Frolicks, that 
his Father was oblig'd to ſend him to 
Paris, under the Tuition of a Gover- 
nour ; in order, if poſſible, to curb him 
by a Change of Clime: but on the 
contrary, his Malice increafing with 
his Years, he became fo rebellious to- 
wards his Governour, that after having 
endeavour'd in vain, for five Years to- 
gether, to alter his Temper, he was 
orc'd at laſt to acquaint his Father the 
Chancellor with it ; who was ſo angry 
thereat, that he order'd him to forſake 
him abſolutely, and to allow him nos 
thing. Cornifix finding himſelf thus ar 
Liberty, tho he was but fifteenYears of 
Ape, went into Germany, where he apy 
ply'd himſelf to the Count of O/den+ 
burgh, to whom he had the Honour to 
be Related, and diſcover'd the Cauſeof 
his Diſgrace to him. As he was income 
parably well ſhap'd, and had a great 
deat of Wit, he ſoon became his Favou- 

rite. And during the three Years a- 
bode he made at his Court, he became 


| fo accompliſh'd, that many Husbands 


became jealous of him, But his Mar- 
tial Temper--inſpicing bim with a de- 
B 2 lire 
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ſire of War above all other Things; 
Count Oldenbarg could not hinder him 
from ingaging himſelf in King Chriſti- 
ax's Army, 'who was in aQtual War 
with ſome of the Princes of Germany : 
The ſaid Count having given him a 
magnificent Equipage, with Letters of 
Recommendation to General Fowlk, one 
of the greate(lt Captains of his Time, 
he took his leave of him, with as much 
Regret as FTenderneſs. No Man ever 
began the Trade of War. better than 
young Count Ulfeld; he always ap- 
pear'd the firſt on all Occaſions, tho ne- 
ver ſo dangerous : and whereas Fortune 
was reſolv'dto be prodigal towards him, 
(as it will appear in the Sequel) ſhe 
prov'd fo favourable to him, that his 
Reputation was perfettly ſettled in a 
ſhorr ſpace of Time : He went through 
all Military Degrees ; and tho he re- 
ceiv'd no manner of Afſiſtance from 
Home, he always appear'd with fo 
much Splendor, and made fo great an 
Expence, that he equall'd the Chief 
Officers of the Army. He falling ſick 
of the Plague, his Gentleman of the 
Horſe, thinking he would 'never reco- 
ver, fold his Equipage ©: You may eafily | 
imagine his Surprize,: -when _—_ 
| cur'd, 
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cur'd, at a' time every one expeted his 
Death; his/{aid Gentleman of the Horſe 
acquainted him with what. he had done; 
he would certainly have puniſh'd him 
ſeverely for it, had he been ſtrongenough 
ro attempt it. i But hearing that he had 
not as yet diſpos'd of the beſt part of 
his Money, ' he wiſely diſſembled his 
Diſpleaſure : Inſomuch that the faid 
Gentleman, who was one of thoſe Per- 
fons who: ſubſiſt-every where, and who 
knew his Maſter's Humour, made up 
another Equipage again, in a ſhort 
time, very little inferior to the Firſt ; 
which the Count was 1d. well pleag'd 
with, that he pardon'd him, and made 
uſe of him as before. 

The War which had now laſted five 
Years, ending in a Peace, Count Ulfeld, 
who hated a ſedate Life, return'd inta 
France, and from thence weat into Ita- 
ly, where getting acquainted with Seig- 
nor Cremopiny a Noble Venetian, inthe 
City of Pidus, he contrated fo fri 
a Friendſhip with bim, :that 10 a Year's 
time he profited fo well by his Conver- 
ſation, that he has often own'd ſince, he 
was indebted to him for the beſt part of 
what he'knew. After having ſeen all 
Italy, he went back into Germany, where: -

he made a pretty long ſtay ; and finally, 
the defire of returning into his Native 
Country,growing the moiſt predominant 
of all his Paſſions, he put himſelf in 
the Retinue of an Ambaſſador who was 
going for the Court of Denmark, only 
tro honour his Embaſſy ; And by the 
Charms of his Perſon, as well as of his 
Wit, he made ſo great a Progreſs in the 
ſaid Ambaſſador's Favour, that he con» 
ceal'd nothing - from him ; inſomuch 
that when they came to Copenhagen, he 
was preſent ar all the Conferences he 
bad with the Chancellor his Father : 
That Great Man, who thought he had 
loft one of his Sons, jn ' the Perſon of 
Cornifix, from whom he had never heard 
any News in ten Years time, being ta- 
ken with 'his Wit, and admiring the 
Solidity of his Judgment in Aﬀairs of 
Statc, in-an 'Age in which moſt-Men 
only mind their Pleaſures ; whether it 
were by Simpathy of Blood, or out of 
delire to engage Cornifisx in King Chri- 
ftian's Court, he conceiv'd fo great an 
Etteem for. him, that after a Jong Con- 
terefice he had with the Ambaſſador, 
in which the Count was not preſent, he 
could not forbear acquainting him with 
the Sentiments he had for the Coun, 
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and tointreat him to let him know, how 
he came to engage himſelf in his Reti- 
nue, The Ambaſſador who lov'd him 
tenderly, told the Chancellor that he 
was a Daniſh Gentleman, whoſe Name 
was not very different from his, adding 
a great deal to the Praiſes he had already 
given him, But whereas the Chancel- 
lor, who knew all the Nobility of the 
Kingdom, could find no Family that 
had any Relation to the Name which 
the Ambaſſador told him the Count 
went by ; he deſfir'd him to grant him 
the Favour to diſcourſe him the next 
Day 1n private himſelf, 

It would be difficult to expreſs the 
young Count's Joy, when he heard the 
good Opinion his Father had of him, 
and to think what an agreeable Sur- 
prize it would prove to him, to -hear 
that he was that Son, whoſe ill Nature 
had oblig'd him to forſake, It is much 
eaſier to imagine than to deſcribe it ; 
and we may eaſily conceive that it is 
impoſſible for two Perſons to have a 
greater, Cornifix waiting on the Chan- 
cellor the next Day, according to his 
Deſire, he receiv'd him with all the Ct- 
vility he could expeQ from a Man of his 
CharaQter ; and after having diſcours'd 
B4 of 
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of ſeveral Things in general, the Chan- 
cellor asking him what Family he was 
of, with an obliging Concern, which 
confirm'd what the Ambaſſador had 
told him, he excus'd himſelf for a long 
while, telling him that perhaps he 
would not be pleas'd at it, and that he 
was afraid he would loſe the good Opi- 
nion he had of him, when he knew him. 
Burt whereas this Myſtery did only 
ſerve to increaſe the Chancellor's ear- 
neſtneſs to know it ; the Count told him 
at laſt, that he was that Cornifix, the 
Tenth of his Sons, whom he had for- 
ſaken at his Governour's Solicitation. 
Thunder does not ſurprize thoſe who 
ſee it fall near them, more than this 
Confetſhon did the Chancellor. - He held 
his Eyes fix'd on the Count a long while 
before he could utter one Word : He ex- 
amin'd all his Features one after ano- 
ther, endeavouriog to find out ſome of 
his own ; and could hardly perſwade 
himſelf, that a forſaken Child could 
have made himſelf ſo perfe&. Joy 
and Shame ſtruggled ſo' much in his 
Heart, that he was quite at a loſs : but 
ia concluſion, Nature made him ſenfi- 
ble that he was really his Son; a Tor- 
rent of Tears guſh'd out from —_— 
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and Embraces ſucceeded Civilities. As 
this Adventure was very Extraordinary, 
and as the Chancellor thought himſelf 
very happy,to have recover'd aSon whoſe 
Merit was already known at Court, he 
immediately acquainted King Chriſtian 
and the Prince his Son therewith ; who 
thereupon doubled the Favours they had 
already expreſs'd towards Cornifix. The 
Ambaſſador was not diſpleas'd at this 
Diſcovery, tho it hinder'd him from en- 
joying the agreeable Converſation of 
the: Count as before. And I may af- 
firm, that all choſe who were Reaſons. 
ble, expreſs'd the Share they took in his 
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Merit undoubtedly can produce much 
, of it ſelf, and we have many Examples 
of Men who have rais'd their Fortune to 
the higheſt Degree by it alone. Young 
Count Uſfeld had reaſon to expett all 
things from his, without being thought 
preſumptuous: But yet we muſt needsac- 
knowledg, that the Favour of his Father, 
who govern'd the State, did contribute 
conſiderably towards his becoming a 
Favourite to the King and to the Prince, 
who could do nothing without commu- 
:nicating it firſt to him. Nevertheleſs 
{tho it 1s natural for: young Men to be 
dazled 
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The Life of Conrnirix 
dazled with Greatneſs, he liv'd with 
more Modeſty than before ; and being 
ſenſible that the Fayour of; Kings is as 
dangerous as pleaſing, he reſolv'd to 
leave the Court to go into Spain. His 
Equipage was ready, and his Father 
approying his Reaſons, ; he only tarried 
for the King's Leave to go on Board ; 
but that great. Prince who lov'd him ten- 
derly, laid ſuch abſolute Commands on 
him not to go, that at laſt he reſolv'd.t9 
ſtay, andto uſe his utmoſt Endeavours 
to preſerve his Favour. Soon after this 
the King honour'd him with the Place 
of Lord-Chamberlain, which engag'd 
him ſtill the more particularly near his 
Perſon ; and he diſcharg'd the ſaid Truſt 
{o worthily,and ſhew'd ſo muchCourage 
in the Naval Wars which the King had 
againſt the King of Sweden, in which 
two; of his Brothers were kil''d, that 


Chriſtian could not forbear expreſſing: 


his SatisfaQtion to all choſe of his Court, 
far having ſo accompliſh'd a Subjef, 

As there were no Degrees at that 
time among the Daxes, to diſtinguiſh 


the Nobles from one another, the King- * 


dom- of Denmerk being then EleCtive, 
the King's Children were the only Per- 
{ons -who. were above the Nobility, 
Among 
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Among the Rivals of Glory young Cor- 
nifix had to deal with, Hannibal Seeſted 
was one of thoſe who gave him moſt E- 
mulation: He was a very fine Gentleman, 
and had a great deal of Wit ; fo that 
being both partly of the ſame Age, and 
equally Ambitious, they were common» 
ly oppoſite in all Things, The King 
afrer the Queen's Death, being fallen in 
Love with a very beautiful Lady, of 
theAntient Family of Morch,call'd Chri- 
ſins, who had all the Qualifications of 
a Great Princeſs, had ſhe been born one, 
not being able to obtain any Favours 
from her, had married her with all the 
Formalities requir'd in a Lawful Mar- 
riage, in the preſence of the whole 
Court, and of the Senate, with this 
Clauſe in the Contraft, That the Chil- 
dren he ſhould ger by that Marriage, 
{hould not be Princes, and ſhould be con- 


'  tented with . the Title of Earls of Sle/- 


wick and Holſtein, of which they ſhould 
have the Name and Arms, to diſtin- 
guiſh them from other Gentlemen : The 
Reaſon of which was, that the King 


' having Children by his firſt Marriage, 


and there bring no Principality in the 
Kingdom ; had thoſe he might get by 
the Second been acknowledg'd Joann, 
| they 
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they would have prov'd too great a Bur. #) , 


den to the Common-Wealth, becauſe 
they could not have marry'd with the 
Nobles of the Country. The Counteſs 
Eleonors deriv'd her Birth from this 
Marriage. Young Corznifix, who till 
then had been a Stranger to the Power 
of Love, meeting in that Beautiful La- 
dy all he could wiſh to raiſe his Fortune 
to the higheſt Degree, and to become 
the happieſt of Men, fell paſſionately 
in Love with her, at a Time when Hax- 
#ibal was mov'd with the ſame Paſſion. 
Love among Perſons of Quality, is like 
a Beacon, which is no ſooner kindled, 
but it is perceiv'd at a great Diſtance ; 
therefore the Count coming oftner to 
the Queen's Apartment than he us'd to 
do, it was thought he had an Inclination 
for the young Counteſs; and whereas 
the King's Favour, and his own Merit, 
gave hima great Advantage over his Ri- 
val, he ſoon effac'd thoſe Impreſſions 
which Hannibal had made in the young 
Countefſes Mind : But whereas ſhe had 
a Prudence far above thoſe of her Age, 
ſhe did them Juſtice, without ſeeming 
to incline more towards the one than 
the other; and had it not been for the 
natural Jealouſy they had of each _ 
they 
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they would have had no reaſon to be 
jealous of the Favours they receiv'd : 
They were a long while before they 
could diſcover in favour of which the 
Counteſs would declare her ſelf, tho 
they omitted nothing to ſhew their Paſ- 
ſion for her. This made the Count ſo 
melancholy and ſo fad, that —_—_— 
one Day to be alone with the Countels, 
he look'd on her a conſiderable while, 
without being able to utter one Word : 
Which ſhe deſiring to know the Reaſon 
of, after he had excus'd himſelf awhile, 
he declar'd his Paſſion to her. The 
Counteſs being ſurpriz'd, bluſh'd at 
this Declaration, and looking on the 
Count, with a Severity capable to 
make the boldeſt of Men tremble, he 
repented his having faid too much ; but 
however there was no Remedy, and 
the Occaſion had ſeem'd too favourable 
to himnot to ſay a thing which he could 
no longer conceal : Therefore he threw 
himſelf at the Counteſs's Feet, humbly 
craving her Pardon for his Preſumption, 
in words ſo moving and fo tender, that 
the moſt cruel of Women would have 
pitied him, But this word Love did ſound 
{o harſh in the Counteſs's Ears, and ſhe 
had conceiv'd fo frightful an Idea of it, 
tnat 
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that ſhe could not bear it. The Count, 


on the contrary, faid a thouſand fok 


Things to her, to perſwade her that 


that Paſſion could never be baniſh'd 
from the World, without making it az 
wild and ſavage as Deſfarts, ſince it was 
the only thing which ſupported Gallan. 
try, and maintain'd Union even among 
' the moſt Barbarous : And he had cer: 
tainly remov'd that great Averſion, had 
not the Queen come-in, which oblig'd 
him to quit that Subject. The Count 
went away between Fear and Hope; 
and whereas it behov'd him to juſtify 
Love, before the Counteſs, the firſt 
time he ſaw her again, having an Op- 
portunity to ſpeak to her; after a pret- 
ty long Converſation, the Counteſs told 
him, that if he did not exceed the 
Bounds he had preſcrib'd to himſelf, he 
might hope to be hearken'd to in time : 
ſo that he went away extreamly fati(- 
fy'd. Some time after this, having 
been ingag'd in a Combar, in which he 
gave Proofs of his great Valour, he had 
the pleaſure to hear the Countels praiſe 
him in his Rival's Preſence, with ſuch E- 
logies, that he no longer doubted but ſhe 
had ſome Kindneſs for him. And indeed 


he richly deferv'd the Praiſes the uy" 
tels 
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' teſs gave him, having done an AQtion

which would paſs for a Fable, had not 


* his King been a Witneſs of it, as well as 


moſt of the greateſt Men of the King- 
dom. Ir is moſt certain, that the City 
of Haemburgh being built upon the King 
of Denmark's Territories, they 'are ob- 
lig'd to pay him Homage for the ſame ; 
and that according as they have en- 
creas'd their Power, they have endea- 
vour'd to free themſelves; ſo that moſt 
of the Kings have been oblig'd to rake 
Arms, either tro aflert their Right, or 
ro repel thoſe Rebellions : Which ob- 
lig'd King Chriſtian, one of the braveſt 
Princes that ever reign'd in the North, 
to build the City of Glucfad, upon the 
River Elbe, with a Fort capable to op- 
poſe the Efforts of that little Common- 
Wealth, and to keep them in Awe; 
that the ſaid Prince having been forc'd 
torake Arms, upon the Account of ſome 
Things he demanded of the Hambur- 
gers ; hebeing at Glucftad with his For. 
ces, they ſet out a Fleet of ſeveral Ships, 
deſigning to make a Deſcent, ro make 
themſelves Mafters of that Place; which 
they would have done, being ſuperiour 
in Number, had not the :extream Va- 
lour that generous Prince, Count 

| Ulfeld, 
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Uifeld, and a French Gentleman who ' 


belong'd to him, ſhow'd on that Occa- 
ſion, prevented them, they never aban- 
doning a Battery of ſome Pieces of Or- 
dnance, which commanded the Port, 
notwithſtanding all the Gunners were 
killd or wounded, and that the For- 
ces that kept it retir'd into the 
Town, upon the continual Fire from 
on Board the Ships: But thoſe three 
Heroes choſe rather to die, than to ſuffer 
the taking of the Town, or to fly. And 
whereas nothing is impoſſible to thoſe 
who are capable of great Reſolutions, 
they made ſo great a Reſiſtance for an 
Hour together, that the Gariſon of the 
Town taking Heart again by their Ex- 
ample, the Fleet being half diſabled, 
was oblig'd to retire, with as much 
Shame as Admiration; and none of 
them were wounded, tho the Bullets 
which were ſhot at them, had cover'd 
their Faces ſo thick with Dirt, that they 
were hardly to be known again. There- 
fore this AQtion juſtly deſerv'd the Prai» 
ſes of the Counteſs Eleonors, and ſhe 
could not refuſe this Juſtice to the Me- 
rit of the Count, ſeeing that immedi- 
ately upon this Expedition, the King 
had given him the Government of - 
Iſle 
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Iſle of Funen, to honour his Vertue ; 
and that his very Enemies were forc'd 
to own, that he deſerv'd the Favout 
and Kindneſs of his Maſter, And in- 
deed from that time forward, the Coun- 
teſs had a particular ReſpeCt for him, 
and receiv'd his Addreſſes in ſuch a 
mariner, as fatisfy'd him that ſhe was 
not inſenſible: But that which made ari 
end of wining her Heart, and of ruining 
Hannibal, was another Action perform'd 
by the Count ; which being very un- 
common, eſpecially among Courtiers, 
will diſcover the CharaQeer of his No-« 
ble Soul, as well as the Violence of his 
Paſſion for the Countels. 

Jealouſy, which would riot be blame: 
able, if it did not often miſtake Appear- 
ances for Realities and Truths, having 
taken poſſeſſion of the Queen's Hearr, 
upon a bate ſuſpicion that the King her 
Husband was paſlionately in love with 
one of het Maids of Honour, forc'd 
that Princeſs, whoſe Beauty was ſomce- 
what leſſened by Years, to do ſuch extra- 
ordinary things, in order to preſerve 2 
Conqueſt which ſhe had lawtully won, 
and which ſhe eſteem'd above her Life, 
that the King was reduc'd to the dil- 
mal Extremity of ſuing a Divorce. In 
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order thereunto he aſſembled the Senate, 
to propoſe Means about ir, leſt he might 
be tax'd with Injuſtice. The Coun-+ 
tels Eleoxora's Tears, whom he lov'd a. 
bove all his other Children, could not 
prevail with him to alter his Reſolutt 
on; and all thoſe who were at Court, 
forſook that unfortunate Queen, to 1n- 
dulge the King's Anger. Finally, Count 
Ulfeld prov'd the only Man, who, con- 
trary to every one's Expectation, un- 
dertook her Defence ; he choſe rather to 
venture the loſs of his Favour, than to 
poſſeſs ir, at a time when his dear 
Counteſs was in Affliftion : and whereas 
he had no proſpeCt of Happineſs without 
her, 2fter having endeavour'd in vain to 
appeaſe the King, Love prevail'd over 
Fortune ; and he had the Aflurance to 
tell che King, that he was in hopes to ju- 
ſtiſy the Queen publickly. Fannibal,who 
tancy'd that the Count would infallibly 
ruin himſelf in taking that Party, 
and who was no lefs jealous of his Ma- 
ſter's Favour than of his Miſtreſs, im- 
prov'd that Occaſion to take his Poſt, 
and to deſtroy him in the King's Opt- 
nion : He omitted no Means to ſucceed 
therein, and to the End that all the 
World might know it, he alſo took up- 
on 
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on him to acquaint the Senate with the 
King's Reaſons. The Day appointed 
to plead this famous Cauſe being come, 
the King repair'd to the Senate-Houſle 
with all the Senators: The Queen and 
all her Children likewiſe repair'd thi- 
ther, with no body but Count U/feld, 
who was to defend them : And every 
body being ſeated according to their 
Rank, Hannibal ſtood up, and urg'd 
the King's Reaſons with ſo much Elo« 
quence and Brillant, that moſt of thoſe 
who heard him, ſuppos'd the Queen ab« 
ſolutely ruin'd : But they ſoon alter'd 
their Minds, for Count Ul/fe/d whoſe 
Noble Air mov'd all thoſe who ſaw 
him, ſhew'd with ſo much Grace and 
Solidity the Queen's Innocence, who 
had only ſinn'd through an Exceſs of 
Love, which can never be blam'd, 
ſince Exceſs alone juſtifies thar Paſſion ; 
that finally the King could not forbear 
mixing his Tears with the Queen's, as 
well as all the Senators; and coming 
down from his Throne, he embrac'd 
her, and reſtor'd her the {ame Place ſhe 
poſſeſs'd in his Heart before that Milſ- 
fortune. It is impoſſible to expreſs the 
Applauſes Count U/feld receiv'd for this 
noble Attion, nor the Shame Hannibal 
C 2 was 
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was cover'd with, when coming out of 
the Senate, the Earl drew his Sword, to 
ſhew that Rival he knew how to uſe 
it as well as his Tongue: he had not 
the Courage to encounter him, but fled 
in great Diſorder and Confuſion. Ne- 
vertheleſs as they were the two moſt 
conſiderable Men of the Kingdom, the 
King made them Friends again ; but 
notwithſtanding the ſaid Reconciliati- 
on, Hannibal ever ſince preſerv'd a De- 
fire of Revenge againſt the Earl, and 
never could forgive him that Aﬀeront. 
The whole Court went to congratu- 
late the Queen, upon her being more 1n 
the King's Favour than ever; the Earl 
did not fail to expreſs his Joy to her a- 
bout it. You may eaſily imagine that 
ſhe omitted nothing to ſhew her Grati- 
tude to him for the great Service he had 
done her; and that ſhe us'd him with 
all the Kindneſs he had reaſon to expe, 
But that did not move him, compara- 
bly to what the Counteſs ſaid to him 
after the Queen was gone, and the Com- 
pany had left them out of reſpeQ. That 
charming Creature, after having re- 
peated all, and even the leaſt Circum- 
ſtances of what had paſs'd in the Senate, 
aſſur'd him, that ſhe would never for-

get it; and that in caſe the King did 
approve his Sentiments, he would ſoon 
be ſenſible that ſhe preferr'd him -to 
all the World. As I relate nothing 
but what is aQtually true, I will not 
puzzle my ſelf ro find out fine Expreſ- 
ſions to deſcribe the Earl's Anſwer, I 
will only tell you, that it was as witty 
as paſſionate ; that at his coming away 
from the Counteſs he was the happieſt of 
Men; and that ſoon after it he was ſo for- 
runate,that the King himſelf propos'd his 
Marriage with the Countels, and that 
he married her, notwithſtanding all 
the Brigues of Hannibal : neither will 
I give you an Account of the Magni- 
ficencies which were made to honour 
the Wedding of thoſe Illuſtrious Lo- 
vers, ſince you may ealily imagine that 
they were not Mean; belides that, 
having many things to ſay, I might 
prove tireſome ſhould I particularize 
every Circumſtance. 

The King who (as TI have already de- 
clar'd) lov'd Count Ulfeld paſſionately, 
being deſirous to raiſe his Fortune to the 
urmolt Degree, made him Conſtable 
of the Kingdom, and ſoon after ic Great 
Maſter ; whoſe Power being equal to 
that which the Antient Maires du Palais 
C 3 had, 
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had, under the firſt Race of the Kings 
,of France, made the Earl the Second 
'Perſon of the Kingdom, ſince he did 
exert the King's Power in his Abſence : 
Therefore as he had nothing more ta 
wiſh for, he found himſelf the happi- 
eſt of Men, during the Life of King 
Chriſtian his Father-in-Law. He was 
ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary into 
France and Germany, where he made 
himſelf more conſiderable by his Merit 
than by his Quality : and at his return 
to Chriſtian's Court, he officiated his 
Place with ſo much Sweetnefs and Mo- 
deſty, that every body bleſs'd his Go- 
yernment. But thoſe were much in the 
right, who have laid, that in order to 
maintain a great Fortune, a ſecond is 
requir'd, 

For K. Chri/{izn was no ſooner dead, 
but the Earl's Enemies, or rather the Ri- 
vals of his Glory, us'd their utmoſt En: 
deavour to deſtroy him. But whereas 
they were ſenſible that Ins Fortune was 
upheld, by the Honour he had of being 
ally'd ro the Royal Family, tho the 
Dazes had, for the ſpace of Two hun- 
dred Years and upwards, all along rais'd 
their laſt King's Eldeſt Son to the 
Throne, they endeavoured to _ 
| tar 
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that laudable Cuſtom, and in order 
thereunto form'd ſo powerful a Cabal, 
that they had the boldneſs ro maintain 
in a Council, compos'd of the Deputies 
aſſembled to make the Ele&tion, that 
Prince Frederick could not be eleQed, 
without cauſing the abſolute Ruinof the 
Kingdom : But Count Uſ/feld who was 
Preſident of the Council, being ſenlible 
of their Deſign, aſſerted the Intereſt of 
the Prince his Brother-in-Law, with lo 
much Courage and Eloquence, that the 
EleQtor who had propos'd the Excluti- 
on, deliſted as well as all the reſt ; inſo- 
much that the Earl did not break up the 
Aſſembly until the Prince was elefted 
King. Ir 1s true, that in order to ap- 
peaſe thoſe who ſeem'd to be molt dif- 
fatisfy'd, he ingag'd, by virtue of his 
Office of Great Maſter, he being the 
Head and ProteQtor of the Nobility, 
that the Prince would preſerve all their 
Privileges, and that their Grievances 
ſhould be redreſs'd. The EleQtion was 
made on this Condition, as it had been 
done time out of mind. Inthe mean time, 
Count Uſfeld being fatisf*'d with his 
having pertorm'd his Duty, without 
valuing himſelf upon it, by publiſhing 
the ſame, not having acquainted the 
C & Prince

Prince before nor after the Election, 
with all the Brigues that had been made 
to exclude him from the Crown, his 
Enemies made ule of his Modeſty to ru- 
in him; for having perſwaded the King 
that he himſelf had aſpir'd to the 
Crown, becauſe ſome Votes had been 
given tor him, and that not being a- 
ble to obtain his Ends, he had, in order 
ro make himlelf che more recommenda- 
ble, caus'd the EleQtion to be made on 
;11c Conditions I have mention'd, 

This wrought ſo powerfully on the 
Ring's Mind, that he was thereby ex- 
cluded trom his Favour in a Moment, 
without knowing the Reaſon of it; 
and the ſaid Coldnels made fo much 
no0itc, that the EarPs Enemies fading 
thc King diſpos'd to believe all cheir Ca- 
lumnies, had the Malice to ſeduce 
a Woman, call'd Dina, who had an 
accels in the Royal Family, to accule 
ihe Count and the Counteſs his Wite, 
ot having made Solicications to her to 
poiſon the King, the Queen, and all the 
Royal Family. 

This Monarch giving too much cre- 
dit to the ſaid Acculation, without 
itaying tor any farther Informations, 
vrorc ro the Queen of Sweden, to ſame 
DE,  Princez 
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Princes of the Empire, and to the P.of 0+ 
range,to give them an Account of the ſaid 
Conſpiracy, and to deſire their Advice 
how to proceed againſt thole Traitors 
(for ſo hecall'd rhe Count and the Coun- 
teſs) who were in his Power; defiring 
them to rejoice at Heaven's having pre- 
ſerv'd him from that Treaſon. Bur 
whereas the Quality of the Perians ac- 
cus'd, oblig'd him to obſerve ſome For- 
malities; he allow!?d them to make 
their Defence before the Council, leſt 
the World ſhould think he defign'd to 
oppreſs them, 

It was on this Occaſion this Great 
Man diſcover'd an undaunted Cou- 
rage and Firmneſs of Mind; for with- 
out diſcovering the leaſt Trouble 1n his 
Countenance, he made his Defence with 
ſo much Judgment, that the ſaid Wo- 
man, and Captain Walter who had in- 
troduc'd her, not being able to reſiſt the 
Force of the Earl's Reaſons, were fully 
convicted of Perjury: Dina was con- 
demn'd to loſe her Head, and Walter to 
a perpetual Exile; which was accord- 
ingly put in execution. 

The Earl finding by this Proceeding 
that his Ruin was reſolv*d upon, and be- 
ing ſenſible by the King's Eaſineſs to 
believe 
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believe ſo ſtrange an Accnſation againſt 
a Perſon of his Quality, that he would 
be eaſily diſpos'd to give Credit to all 
the Calumnies of his Enemies, he re- 
ſolv*d to provide for his own Safety, and 
that of all his Family. 

In order thereunto, he reſolv'd to re- 
tire into Polaxd, hoping to be ſafe there ; 
and having propos'd his Deſign to the 
Counteſs Eleozora, that generous Lady * 
would needs follow him, notwithſtand- 
ing allthe Reaſons he could urge to the 
contrary, which could never prevail 
over her Aﬀection for him, 

All things being diſpos'd for their 
departure, the Comes put on Mens 
Clothes as well as one of her Women, 
the only One ſhe took along with her ; 
and going on board one of their own 
Ships, after having been ſome Days at 
Sea, they were ſurpriz'd by ſo dreadful 
a Storm, that they thought themſelves 
loſt : But after having ſuffer'd all the 
Hardſhips imaginable for two or three 
Days time, they came to an Anchor in 
the Road of Dantzick, where they 
landed. The Earl being thus ſafely got 
on Shore, diſpatch'd one of his Gentle- 
men to the Court of Poland, to intreat 
the King to allow him a Retreat in his 
| King- 
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Kingdom, and to protet him againſt 
his Enetnies. He remain'd at Dantsick 
in expeQation of his Return, where the 
Counteſs Eleoxors ſtill keeping on her 
Mens Clothes, in order to divert her 
Sorrows, rhade ſome Addreſſes to a Wo- 
man of Quality, who did not waiit 
Charms, and whoſe Converſation was 
very agreeable ; and her Courtſhip made 
ſo ſtrong an Impreſſion on the Lady's 
Heart, that ſhe could no longer live 
without her. 

Moreover, the thing proceeded fo far, 
that the Lady's Husband being grown 
jealous, the Counteſs would certainly 
have brought her felf into Trouble, but 
that the Gentleman whom Count U/. 
feld had ſent to the Court, being re- 
turn'd with a Refuſal, they refoly'd to 
repair to the Queen of Sweden. The 
Counteſs having acquainted the ſaid 
Lady therewith, ſhe was fo ſtrangely 
mov'd at her deparrure, that after hav- 
ing faid the moſt tender Things to her, 
to oblige her to tarry, ſhe was reſoly'd 
to follow her, had not the Counteſs dif 
cover'd her Sex to her, You may eali- 
ly gueſs her Surprize at this unexpe&ed 
Confeſſion, -and what different Paſſions 
her Soul was agitated with : Shame, 
bh Spire 
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Spite and Rage, tormented her by turns, 


and the Counteſs ſtood in need of all 


her Wit to appeaſe this abus'd Woman ; 
but in the end, her Love being turn'd 
to Friendſhip, they parted with a thou- 
{and Proteſtations, of loving each other 
to the Grave. 

The Earl, whoſe Courage was un- 
daunted, was overjoy'd to ſee the Coun- 
teſs divert her ſelf thus : So that thoſe 
Tlluſtrious Perſons, did bear their Dil- 
grace with as much Conſtancy, as they 
had ſhown Modeſty in their Proſpe- 
rity, 

The Queen of Swedex, who knew 
their Merit, and did pity their Miſ- 
fortune, having aſſur'd the EarPs En- 
voy that ſhe would grant them her 
ProteCtion, they repair'd to Stockholm, 
where that great Princeſs kept her 
Court at that time. 

She receiv'd them with all the Kind- 
neſs they could expe&t from her Gene- 
rofity ; particularly the Counteſs Eleo- 
nora, Who not having quitted her Man's 
Clothes, a Dreſs in which the Queen 
often delighted her ſelf: She was ſo 
much taken with her Air, that ſhe 0- 
mitted nothing to expreſs her Joy to 
her, for being able to aſſiſt her, =_ 
the 
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' the Earl had paid his firſt ReſpeQts to 


the Queen, he told her that he only 
begg'd her Protection on this Conditi- 
on, that he would ſubmit to her Ju- 
ſtice, and that he would anſwer, before 
her Majeſty, to whatever Accuſations 
ſhould be made againſt him. 

She granted his Deſires, ſo that they 
remain'd two Years at Stockholm in 
quiet: but when they thought their 
Enemies had no longer any thoughts to 
perſecate them, the Daniſh Ambaſſador 
receiv'd an Order to accuſe the Earl of 
{ſeveral Crimes, the leaſt of which 
would have coſt him his Head had he 
committed it : but tho the Ambaſſador 
deliver'd a Letter to the Queen, writ- 
ten and (ignd by the King's own Hand, 
in which he conjurd her to puniſh 
Count Ulfeld; She allow'd him to make 
his Defence before the Council : and 
having ſent him a Copy of the Heads of 
the Accuſation, on the Day appointed 
by her Majeſty to plead the Cauſe, the 
Earl diſcover'd his Innocence by ſuch 
convincing Proofs, that the Qyeen, and 
all the Senators, were fſatisfy'd of it ; 
and the Ambaſſador was ſo much con- 
founded, that not being able to make a 
poſitive Reply to the Earl's Defence, ir 
turn'd

turn'd his Brains ; and he left the Coun; 
cil in that Diſtraction, without raking 
his Leave of the Queen, and without 
ſhowing the leaſt Civility to the Lords 
of the Aſlembly. 

So publick a Juſtification, put the 
Earl's Enemies into ſo great a Confulj- 
on, that their Perſecution lay dormant 
for (everal Years, during which he res 
tird with his Family into Pomerania, 
where he had a conſiderable Eſtate, en- 
joying the Sweetnels and Tranquillity 
which a Country-Life can afford a Man 
who is tird with the Fatigues of the 
Court ; and whereas he fancid that the 
Cauſe of ſo long a Silence could only 
proceed from the King his Brother-in- 
Law's being conviac'd of his Innocence, 
he advisd the Counteſs to go to Copes- 
hagen, there to make her Court aflidu- 
ouſly, and to endeavour to put her ſelf 
perfeQly into the King's Favour again. 

But tho the Earl had writtea ſeyeral 
Letters full of Submiſſion and ReſpeQ, 
that unfortunate Lady was no ſooner 
come to the Frontiers of the Kingdon, 
but ſhe was inform'd that her Ene- 
mies had ſent Forces to the frit Vil- 

lage through which ſhe was to pals, to 
{ecure her. 
How 
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However, whereas ſuch an Attempt 
had no Precedent, and that the Counteſs 
could not imagine, that they could treat 
a Perſon of her Quality with ſo much 
Cruelty, ſhe continud her Journey, 
whatever her Servants could ſay to the 
contrary. But as ſoon as ſhe was got in- 
toa little Plain, one of her Gentlemen 
acquainted her, that a Company of 
Foot was coming towards them with 
great ſpeed : Whereupon the Counteſs 
no longer doubting but that the Advice 
ſhe had receivd was true, orderd her _ 
Coach to turn about, and ſhe ſtood in 
need of the utmoſt Vigour of her Hor- 
ſes to rejoin the Bridg which ſeparates 
the Territories oft Deamark from thoſe 
of Holſtein, where the ſaid Souldiers, 
who came within Musket-ſhot of her, 
remaind full of Confuſion at their not 
having been able to execute their De- 
ſign. 

The Earl being equally ſurpriz'd and 
troubled at this new Diſgrace, writ to 
the Court again to know the Reaſon of 
it; but he receivd no Anſwer, which 


- made him ſenſible that it was an Effe& 


of the Cruelty of his Enemies, who 
were relolvd, at any Rate, to keep him 
for ever out of the Kingdom, in order 
to 
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to poſſeſs his Places, and to enjoy the 
great Eſtates they had made themſelves 
Maſters of : Which unworthy Treat- 
ment made him reſolve to take Arms 
under Charles King of Sweden, whoſe 


Proteftion he had allo taken atter the + 


Queen's Abdication, in hopes thereby to 
be reſtor'd to the Poſſeſſion of part of his 
Eſtate, It was not without a great deal 
of Grief he found himſelf reduc'd to the 
Neceflity of employing his Courage 
and his Wit againſt his Prince and Bro. 
ther-in-Law ; thoſe two Qualities did 


long oppoſe within his Soul the Reſolu- 


tion he had taken, and they did not 
want Reaſons to break it ; but finding 
no other way for his Reſtoration, he 
was oblig'd to embrace it. 

Therefore the Earl being forc'd by all 
manner of Reaſons to behave himſelf 
thus, made uſe of his Courage and Pru- 
dence, to ſatisfy Charles that he did at 
Sincerely. The firſt Proof he gave him 
of it, was the ReduQtion of the Iſle of 
Funen, which did ſubmit to him in ſo 
little time, tHat the News of it came to 
Copenhagen, before they knew that 
Charles deſign'd to conquer it. 

Moreover, as if Heaven had join'd 
with the Earl to revenge the Injuſtices 
he 
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he had receiv'd, the Sea freezing to that 
degree,that the Artillery could ſafely be 
drawn over it, he perſwaded the King 
of Sweden to march againſt Copenhagen 
with Three thouſand Horſe, and Six 


- pieces of Ordinance, not doubting but 


the boldneſs of the Enterpriſe would 
cauſe a ſtrange Conſternation. 

And indeed Frederick was fo much 
ſurpris'd, to ſee an Army before the 
Gates of his Capital City, that his Cou- 
rage faild him; and in thar Diſorder, 
the moſt effectual way he conld think 
on, to prevent the Ruin of his State, 


' was to oblige Count Ul/feld's Agents to 


let him know, that in caſe he could 
mediate a Peace, he would reſtore him 
to the Poſſeſſion of all his Places and 
Eſtate. Whereas Neceſhty only had 
oblig'd him to take Arms againſt his 
Country, his Friends found him fo 
well diſpos'd to forget all the Injuries 
he had receiv'd, that tho he was ſenſt- 
ble that nothing but the preſent State of 
Afﬀairs oblig'd Frederick ro behave him- 
ſelf thus, he made ſo good a Uſe of the 
Credit he had acquired with Charles, 
that he obligd him to make a Peace; 


'which was figa'dat Roſſchild. By the ſaid 
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Peace; 
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Peace, the King of Dexmark yielded the 
Province of Schonen to the King of Swe- 
den,together with theFortreſles of Gabab, 
Hallen, Blechin, the Town of Drontem, 
and ſome others ; and granted Count 
Ulfeld, and all thoſe who had followed 
him, a General Pardon, and reſtor'd 
him to the Poſlefſion of all his Places, 
Dignities and Eſtates. After which, 
the two Kings embrac'd, with grea 
Demonſtrations of Friendſhip. Pre 
derick alſo expreſs'd his good Will tc 
the Earl, in ſuch a manner as mad: 
every body believe that he did it (in 
cerely ; and at Night the two King 
ſupp'd together at Frederixburg, one 0 
the King of Dexmarks Pleaſure-Houſes 
with the Queen and the Chief Officer 
of rhe two Armies. 

The following Day the King of Swe 
den, after having conferr'd ſome Houn 
with Frederick, went for Gottemburg, 
and the Earl remaining with the King 
of Denmark, every body did conclude. 
that he was as much in the King's F 
vour as ever, 

But whereas Frederick was ſuſceptibl 
to all ſorts of Impreſſions, and that the 
Earl's Enemies did dread the ay d 
991491 
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their Credit, by the Reſtoration of his 
Authority, they caſt new Suſpicions 
into the King's Mind, which oblig'd 
the Earl to retire upon the Eſtate he 
had in the Province of Schonen. The 
King of Sweden being deſirous to ſhow 
the Earl (who was become his SubjeQ) 
the Eſteem he had for him, gave him 
the County of Syburg, for him and his 
Heirs Male for ever. 

But the Earl who was in hopes, by 
this voluntary Retreat, to make the 
King of Denmark ſenſible of the In- 
juſtice. of his Perſecutors, and of the 
Innocence of his Conduct, was ſtrange- 
ly miſtaken in his ConjeCtures ; for 
he. had hardly enjoy'd for ſome 
Months, the ſweetneſs which a Coun- 
try Life affords to thoſe who are deſt- 
rous of it, before the King of Sweden 
being reſolv'd to renew the War, pro- 
pos'd to him to take Arms again, 
with ſuch advantagious Conditions, 
that any Man but the Earl would cer- 
tainly have accepted them. Neverthe- 
leſs he refus'd them generouſly, and 
made Charles ſo ſenſible, that having 
no new Cauſe to complain of the King; 
his Brother-in-Law , he could nor ſerve 
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againſt him, without wounding his 
Honour, that that Great Prince, who 
knew the Merit of the Earl, would 
not oblige him to do it by Force : But 
whereas his admirable Qualifications 
had raisd Envy againſt him among 
the greateſt Lords of Sweden, eſpeci- 
ally in thoſe who were Penfionaries 
to Frederick, they made uſe of that Oc- 
caſion to ruin him in the Opinion of 
Charles : And they put ſo malicious 
a Gloſs upon the Earl's good Intenti- 
ons, that having repreſented them to 
him, in a different manner from what 
he had conceiv'd when he approv*d 
them ; and no body having made an 
Anſwer to juſtify the Count, they 
rais'd ſuch ——_— againſt him, for 
having refus'd the great Advantages 
he had offer'd him, that Charles was 
almoit perſwaded that he deſign'd by 
his Credit, to cauſe thoſe new Con- 
queſts, not fully ſettled as yet, to revolt, 
in order to regain the King of Dex- 
mark's Favour. The Earl's Enemies 
went further yet ; for having, by ſur- 
prize, got an Order from Charles to 
the Governor of Malmo, he ſecur'd 
the Earl and all his Family ; and _ 
Enis 
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this bare Surmiſe, the County of $z/- 
burg was taken from him again, which 
Charles had given him not long be- 
fore. Moreover, they did confiſcate 
three other conſiderable Eſtates, wich 
all his Goods, which were of an ine- 
ſtimable Value ; and Count Ulfeld fal- 
ling dangerouſly ill at the ſame time, 
ſome diſaffected Hiſtorians did pub- 
liſh, that he had poilon'd himſelf for 
Grief, and that he was dead, or had 
lock'd himſelf up in fome uninhabi- 
ted Place: But it was nothing but a 
Continuation of the Malice of his 
Enemies, for he had no reaſon to put 
himſelf to death, nor to abridg ſo no- 
ble a Life. 

Charles having allow'd him to make 
his Defence publickly, he receiv'd 
this new Dilgrace without the leaſt 
aſtoniſhment ; and I can affirm, that 
neither Eleoxora nor himſelf did ever 
look upon it otherwiſe than as the 
leaſt of thoſe they had receiv'd. Soon 
after their being ſecur'd in their own 
Houſe, the Earl was cited to appear 
before the Senate of Malmo; but not 
being able to repair thither, by rea- 
fon of his Indiſpolition, the Coun- 
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teſs Elconors undertook his Defence ; 
and whereas ſhe had an Eloquence 
which is not common among thoſe 
of her Sex, and as much Judgment as 
Wit, ſhe made the Senate {o ſenſible of 


the Malice of their Enemies, and of the ' 
Earl's Innocence, that he was pub- © 
lickly abſoly'd of the Crimes which © 


were laid to his Charge; and the 


Senators were {o much charm®d with ' 


what ſhe had ſaid, that they ſent her 


Speech to the King, together with | 


their Judgment, to be confirm?d.

band, to make his Defence

ring the eleven Months they remain'd 
together, inrag'd this Cruel Governor 
to that degree, that after having exert- 
ed his Tyranny over their Bodies, he re- 
folv'd to torture their Minds: He part- 


| >ed them becauſe they did ſuffer with 
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too much Conftancy,and remov'd them 
into two Dungeons which were one 0- 
ver another ; but becauſe they had Win- 
-dows on the ſame fide, and that loving 
each other tenderly,chey. could ſpeak to-

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humbled for want of a Head to lead 
them, and to aflert their Privileges, by 
which the Kings were kept in awe, and 
the Peaſants like Slaves. 

Johs Nanſen, firſt Butguemaſter of 
Copenhaguen, a Man of fence, very rich 
and *daring, and who did abſolutely 
govern the Citizens, conceiv'd the ge- 
nerous Defign to free the People from 
Slavery, by making the Kingdom He- 
reditary. But whereas the ſaid Deſign 
requir'd a great deal of Prudence and 
of Speed, and that he could not manage 
it alone, he difcover'd it to John Swan- 
inz Biſhop of Coperhaguen, his Friend, 
who by his Merit and his Eloquence 
had acquir'd as much Credit over the 
Clergy, as he had over the Third E- 
ſtare. 

Theſe two Men aQting with great 
Secrecy on their reſpeQtive fides, diſpo- 
ſd all echings ſo well, chat they ſecut'd 
the Votes of the Chief 'of the Cletgy 
and of the Citizens, to whom they pro- 
rhis'd Rewards ſutable to the Services 
they ſhould receive from them : But 
whereas they had not a ſufficient acceſs 
tothe King, they diſcover'd their Secret 
to Chriſtopher Gabel, a Man whom For- 
tune hed rais*dabove the Comnion, an 
made 
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made him Favourite to Frederick, who 
undertook nothing without his Advice. 
Gabel was overjoy'd to find fo favoura- 
ble an Occaſion to (ignalize his Zeal to- 
wards the King, and to be reveng'd of 
the Imperious Humour of the Nobles, 
who often upbraided him with his Ex- 
tration, : 

Therefore having confirm'd Nanſer 
and Swenipg in their Reſolution, they 
held ſeveral ſecret Conferences toge- 
ther about this Aﬀair; and whereas 
the Neceſſities of the State obligd- the 
King ſhortly to convene the Ailembly 
of the Eſtates of the Kingdom; - not- 
withſtanding that according to the an- 
tient Cuſtom of the Kingdom, the ſaid 
Aſlembly was to be held in the Iſle of 
Furen ; Gabel told the King, that for 
ſeveral important Reaſons, which his 
Majeſty would approve of, it was ne- 
cefſary to hold it at Copenhaguen, which 
was reſolv'd upon notwithſtanding the 
Reſiſtance of the Nobles. 

The Overture thereof being made, 
Nanſen and Swaning repair'd to the Ca- 
ſtle, where Gabe! rarry'd for them : As 
ſoon as they came into. the King's 
Chamber, Gabe/ told his Majeſty, that 
they had a Buſineſs of great conſequence 
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to- impart to .him, 'and that .in-.order 
thereunto it was neceſſary to give. him 
a ſecret Audience: whereupon. every 
body was order'd to retire, and Naznſen, 
Swaning and.Gabel, being by themlelves 
with the King, Naznſer told his Maje- 
ſty in few words, That the great Au- 
thority of the Nobles was the only 
cauſe of all the Diſorders of. the State, 


. becauſe the Counſels which depend on 


many. commonly prove uleleſs, either 
by reaſon of their delays, or becauſe 
they are ſeldom kept ſecret. 

Moreover that .the Citizens and the 
Country People being no longer able to 
maintain all the Expences of the State 
alone, without having the leaſt ſhare in- 
the Adminiſtration of Afﬀairs, they 
were reſolved for the Common Good to 
make the Kingdom Hereditary, to the 
end that all the Authority being inveſt- 
ed in -one Perſon, which is the moſt 
perfett Form of Government, every 
Man might hope to be advanc'd by his 
Majeſty according to his Merit. 

The King being extreamly ſurpris'd 
at this Propoſition, told Naxſes that he 
look'd upon it as a thing impoſſible, and 
that in caſe they did undertake it, it 
would cot them their Heads, _— 
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his being able ro Hinder-it : That-hedid 
not* think fir to venture any thing; by 
reaſon' off the fatal - Conſequences- that 
Afﬀair might be attended with. Nanſen 
reply'd boldly, Phat things were 
brought to that paſs, rhat they muſbei- 
ther gorhrough; or refolve to die 3; that 
they were certain of the good Wilt of 
the Clergy, and of the People, andithat 
they only beg'd his Majeſty's Approba- 
tion, and would take all the reft upon 
themſelves. The King between Fear : 
and Hope, having told them that he a- 
bandon'd all to their ConduR, retir'd 
into his Clofer, in expeQation. of that 
Revokation, which did aftoniſh all 
Europe, and ſecure two Crowns to his 
Poſterty. 

Nanſen and Swaning, being perfwad- 
ed that they ſhould be well rewarded, 
retir*d very well fatisfy'd, ro give Or- 
ders for the execution of their Deſign. 
As they were croffing the Bridg of the 
Caſtle to goto the Chancery, they mer 
Otho Kzag, Knight of the Order of the 
Elephant, and Miniſter of State, who 
obſerving fomething extraordinary in 
their Looks, ftopt them hanghtily, 
ſaying, Whence corne you ? 1 fee that 
vop are caballing ; but take heed, u_ 
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ſo ſhew'd them the blue Tower with 
his hand, as if he deſign'd to give them 
to underſtand that they ſhould be lock'd 
up there : To which Nanſen and Swan- 
ing barely anſwer'd, we ſhall ſee, and 


continud their way. 


That very. Afternoon the Eſtates be- 
ing aſſembled, the King delir'd them 
to conſider of ſome Means to ſuſtain 
the extraordinary Expences of the State. 
The Nobles excusd themſelves from 
contributing towards it, alledging their 
Privileges, which freed them from all 
ſorts of Impoſitions : The Clergy alſo 
I and the Commons de- 
claring that they would no longer pay 
any Duties unlels the others allo contri- 
buted towards them, they broke up, ſo 
much exaſperated againſt each other, 
that Nanſen and Swaning, who had 
promoted theſe Diſputes, ſeeing their 
Friends very well diſpos'd, Nanſen put 
the Citizens under Arms, and Swaning 
having aſſembled the Deputies of the 
Clergy, they prevail'd with theſe two 
Eſtates to offer the King the Hereditary 
Soveraignty of the Kingdom 3; and 
without loſing time they belieg'd the 
Nobles in their Houſes, threatning to 

G deſtroy 
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deſtroy them unlefs they gave their con- 
ſent thereunto. 

The Nobles being furpriz'd at this 
bold Propoſition, which deſtroy'd their 
Aumharity, endeavour'd td. make ſome 
reſiſtance ; but the Citizens periiting 
in theit Reſolution in: a manner which 
made them tenfible that they would. get | 
nothing by force, they defir'd time un- 
tit che next Day, which was granted 
them, L $14] 
The People kept to their Arms all | 
the Night, and Nazſcn ſhut the Gates | 
of the City, and placed Guards in 
the chief parts thereof, ſorthat by break 
of Day the Nobles were ſummond to 
give mn their Declaration. | 

Accordingly Fourreen of the Chief 
among ther gave it in the form defir'd 
by the two Eftates, and having fealed 
it with their Seals, Nanſen and Swening 
with the other Deputies carry'd it tathe 
King, who did not expett fo favourable | 
an Event. 

But the ſaid Declaration not being 
thought full enough, the Nobles were 
ſummon'd in the King's Name to make 
it more politive : The City-Gates res» 
main'd cloſe all the while, and fknally 
the Nobles finding that there was no

Medion, and that unleſs they did grant 
the King's defire, they would be ex- 
pos'd to the fury of rhe People, whoſe 
tatred they were nor 1gnorant of, in 
th#t extremity chey did conſent to 
rant the King, and his Succeſlors the 

ereditary Svveratgnty of his King- 
dos ; and the Three Eſtates having 
fign'd the AA, they went together ro 
preſent it to Frederic, and did fubmit all 
their Privileges to him, to diſpoſe of 
them at his pleaſore. 

The King receiv'd them very graci- 
ouſly, and having promis'd to uſe them 
Kindly, he made chem hope for a hap- 
pier Reign than they had injoyd till 
then: Atfrer which the Royal Family 
repair'd to the Cathedral Church there 
ro ſing Te Deum, where Swaning com- 

mented them at the Door, with an 
Eloquence which procur'd him the E- 
fteem of all his Auditors. 

The Publick Ceremony was deferr'd 
for two days longer ; a Theatre was e- 
rected, on which the King, the Queen, 
the Princes and Princeſſes their Children 
being conduQted, the King being ſeated 
on a Throne under a rich Canopy, the 
Chancellor made a Speech tothe Peo- 
ple about che Behaviour they were to 
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obſerve under this new form of Govern- 
ment, and about the Oath they were to 
take to the King and his Children. 

After which the Nobles, the Eccle- 
fiaſticks, and the People, having taken 
the Oath of Allegiance, the whole Ci- 
ty expreſs'd a world of Joy, infomuch 
x to the Danes ſeem'd to have loſt the 
remembrance of their paſt Miſeries; 
which ſhows what power Novelty has 
over Mens Minds, who always hope 
by Revolutions, either to eaſe their 
Afflictions, or to ſatisfy their Ambi- 
tion. 

The King would alſo needs make a 
Publick Feaſt for every body ; but, 
whereas the Nobles were at the charge 
of it, it was obſerv'd that moſt of them 
did not come to it, and that amon 
thoſe that did, ſome refus'd to cat, fo 
that the Clergy and the Citizens only 
expreſs'd their Joy and SatisfaQtion at 
it: It laſted ſome Days, after which 
the City-Gates were open'd to every 
body. 

Thus the whole State was alter'd in 
leſs than a Fortnight by the ConduQt 
and Reſolution of Nayxſen, Swaning 
and Gabel, The King in order to re- 
ward them for that great Service, 
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ereted the Church of Copenhaguen into 
an Archbiſhoprick in favour of Swar- 
ing, and augmented the Revenue there- 
of proportionably. 

His Majeſty made Nanſes firſt Preſi- 
dent of the Senate and Bourgrafe, which 
ſignifies Earl or Chief of the Burghers, 
and gave him as well as to Gabel ſeveral 
conſiderable things. And whereas the 


| Burger-maſters had alſo contributed con- 


fiderably towards this great Revolution, 
the King gave them the Injoyment of 
the Territory of Rotskifd, which is 
worth upwards of a hundred thouſand 
Livers per Annum, and granted the In- 
habitants of Copenhagues ſeveral great 
Privileges,and among the reſt the power 
of poſleſſing Fiefs ; which till then had 

only been allow'd to the Nobility. 
During theſe TranſaQtions, Count 
Ulfeld and all his Family were at Ellens- 
burg in Funen, where he endeavour'd to 
recover his Health, which was ſtrange- 
ly impair'd by the Ill Treatment he 
had receiv'd at Bornholm; no longer 
concerning himſelf with the Aﬀairs of 
the World. Neither was he mov'd in 
the leaſt when he heard this Overthrow 
of all the Antient Privileges of the No- 
bility, for the preſervation of which, at 
G 3 Fredericks 
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Frederick's EleQion he had jncurr'd his 
batred, and had fince been expos'd to 
all his Misfortunes: And in order not 
to leave the King the leaſt ſuſpition of 
his preſerving any Reſentment, he 
beg'd his leave to go to Spew, there to 
take the Waters, which was granted 
him. 

Accordingly Count Ul/feld and the 
Countels Eleonora, with all his Family 
left Ellensburg, to go into the Lom- 
Countries, where after having ſeen ſeve- 
ral Towns, the Earl finding that the 
Air at Bruges did agree better with 
him than any other, he reſolv'd to ſtop 
there, The Earl had not been there aboye 
ſix Months, when he was inform'd that 
Colonel Fowlk (that Cruel Governor 
who had us'd him ſo barbarouſly in his 
Priſon at Bornholm) was come there to 
viſit his Relations; but whereas his In- 
diſpoſition did not permit him to call 
him to an account, the Earl acquainted 
his Eldeſt Son therewith, who was at 
the Academy at Pars, who taking Polt 
immediately, being fir'd with a ge- 
nerous delire to revenge his Father's 
Wrongs, made ſo much hafte, that he 
reach'd Bruges on the very day Fowls 
Was to go away tram thenee ; ſo that 
| | meeting 
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meeting him in his Coach, he attack*d 
him alone amidſt all his Servants, and 
kil'd him, without being wounded. 
This ought to teach thoſe who have 
Imployments, not to abuſe their Au- 
thority ; and above all to keep within 
the bounds of —_— towards Perſons 
of Quality in AMiQtion ; this bold Atti- 
on met almoſt with a general Appro- 
bation at Copezhaguen : The moſt Judi- 
cious and thoſe who were not influenc'd 
by Count UV/feld"'s Enemies, prais'd the 
Son's Courage for having undertaken ir. 
But whereas the King was ſtill afraid of 
the Earl, his Enemies improv'd that 
occaſion to raiſe a new Crime againſt 
him, and perſwaded his Majeſty mali- 
ciouſly, that he would never have ven- 
rur'd to revenge himſelf thus, had he 
not been ſure of the ProteQion of ſome 
Potent Prince. The King's Natural 
Timorouſnelſs, being join'd to the Dif- 
contents of ſeyeral Noblemen who had a 
mind to take Arms, made Frederick 
reſolye to ruine Count Ulfeld abſolute- 
ly ; and the better to colour the ſaid Re- 
ſolution, they accus'd him of having 
made Offers to the EleCtor of Branden- 
burg, to dethrone the King, and to in- 
velt him with his Crowns ; which was 
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a thing he bad not ſo much as thought 
on, and yet this was the laſt pretence of 
his Perſecutions, as it will appear by 
the Sequel. | 

Some Months after Fowlk's Death, 
Count Ulfeld defir'd the Counteſs Eleo- 
nora to go into England, there to de- 
mand a conſiderable Sum which was 
due to him. This Generous Lady, who 
had no ſtronger application in the 
World, than to ſhare all her Husband's 
Misfortunes, ſeeing him overwhelm'd 
with Sickneſs, made no difficulty of 
undertaking that Journey, and without 
conſidering whether the conſequences 
of it would prove favourable to her or 
not, ſhe ſet out towards Lowdon. The 
King who was gloriouſly reſtor'd at that 
time in his Kingdoms, and who had 
gone through many Misfortunes him- 
felf, being thereby the more inclin'd to 
pity others, receiv'd the Counteſs with 
all the Civility and Reſpe&t ———— 
and his Majeſty being inform'd of the 


Subje&t of 'her Journey, order'd his 
Miniſters to give the Counteſs ſpeedy 
ſatisfation; 1n ſuch an obliging man- 
ner, that ſhe had reaſon to believe, ſhe 
ſhould nog tarry long for her Pay- 
ment, "© | OR:

But finding, after a Month's ſtay,that 
the Miniſters ſtill put her off from day 
to day, and not being able to appear at 
Court with all the Grandeur due to her 
Birth, ſhe thought ſhe could there 
no longer without ſhame, inſomuch 
that ſhe reſolv'd to return to the Earl 
her Husband, and ſo took her leave of 
the King, who us'd her as civilly at her 
Departure, as he had done at her Arri- 
val, expreſſing a great deal of concern 
at her not being paid. 

The Counteſs went back for Dover 
again, where ſhe arriv'd the ſecond 
day,in hopes of going back for Flanders, 
but ſhe was ſtrangely ſurpris'd when 
being got on Board to continue her Voy- 
age, ſhe was ſeiz'd by a Daniſh Cap- 
tain, who carry'd her to Copenhaguen. 
As the Counteſs did not expect this U- 
ſage, that new Misfortune affeQted her 
more ſenſibly than all the reſt had done; 
for tho ſhe had ever appear'd Invinci- 
ble, ſhe then abandon'd her ſelf ſo much 
to her Grief, that all thoſe who ſaw her 
were mov'd with Compaſſion. But 
whereas her Tears were uſeleſs, ſhe de- 
fir'd Pen, Ink and Paper, and making a 
Generous Effort over her Grief, ſhe writ

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up his SubjeQts to Rebellion, by the ab 
fiſtance of Foreign Priaces which they 
do not name. 

In concluſion they declare, That they 
did not ſun.mon the Count to anſwer 
to the ſaid Accuſations, becauſe it was 
a Caſe in which no other form of Pro- 
ceſs was requir'd, which way of pro- 
ceeding was cuſtomary in many Parzs.

Laws of Chriſtianity being repugaapt

the World, bow ill be is rewarded for 


the great Service he did the King in 
cauling him to be elefted, which Ele- 
Qion he relates at large in the ſame 
manner as # is mention'd in his Life ; 
how he alone ſtood up for him againſt 
a powerful Party, and maintain'd that 
they ought togleft him, notwithftand- 
ing all che-reaſons they urg'd for his 
Excluſion, infomuch that be was the 
chief inſtrument to raiſe him to the 
Throne; moreover that he was the 
firſt Perſon - that brought him the 
publick News thereof in the Name of 
the two Kingdoms, and gave him the 
Titles of Kingand Majeſty, as alſo that 
he plac'd the Crown upon his Head 
with the Biſhops beſore the Altar of 
the Cathedral Church at Copenbagaen. 


He 
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He adds that he may freely and ſafely 
affirm, 'That had it not been .for him, 
Frederick had never been King, which 
he can prove with ſuch manifeſt Evi- 
dence, 'that'were the: King acquainted 
therewith, he would be'amaz'd at 
what paſ#dat his ElefQtion, and that it 
wanted but little that another was not 
eleted in his Place. 

Before I make an end of what re- 
lates tro Count U/feld's Perſon, it will 
be proper to inſtance one-Paſſage, by 
which it will appear that his Enemies 
hatred and animofities againſt - him, 
were - got | extinguiſh'd even by his 
Death. - They ſcat ſeveral Perſons in 
ſearch of his Grave, in orderto unbury 
him and to triumph over: his Body, as 
they had already done over his Eftigies 
at Copenbaguen : But - their Emiſſaries 
were {o-narrowly watch'd by the poor 
Count's Sons, that few of them came 
'back-to-give an account of. their Com- 
miſſion, infomuch that /-ar "laſt they 
were 'difcourag'd from ' ſending any 
more, beſides that they found it was 
impoſſible to find. him out ; for as ſoon 
as he died upon the Rhine, as the Au- 
thor of his Life relates, the Perſons to 
| whom 
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whom he did commit the care of his 
Body, bury'd himin the neareſt landin 
Place, which his Sons being acquaint 
with, they repair'd thither with ſpeed, 
foreſeeing their Enemies would ſend tn 
ſearch of him, and deſir'd the Biſhop 
of the place to cauſe him to be remoy'd, 
by reaſon that being a Proteſtant it was 
not fit he ſhould lie among Roman Ca- 
tholicks, that place being only appoint- 
ed for ſuch ; upon which account this 
requeſt was granted, and they together 
with their Father's antient and faithful 
Servants, being arm'd, remov'd him 
on Horſeback, and buryd him in a 
place not publickly known, and there- 
by deceiv'd the expeRation of their E- 
nemies. They alſo expeted to have 
found their Father's remaining Treaſure 
conſiſting of Jewels ſew'd up 1a his 
Buff-Coat, but he was rifl'd before their 
Arrival, and they could never receive 
the leaſt ſatisfaRion about it, but were 
oblig'd to content themſelves with the 
bare Buff-Coat, end with the loſs of the 
Jewels, as well as of their paternal E- 
ſtate. Some Papers were found about 
him written in Ciphers, which one of 
his Sons thought might be about _ 
cret 
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Secret he had ofrea told ham he would 
communicate to him before his Death ; 
which he fancy'd might be releting'to 
the Philoſopher's Srone abour the tran. 
mutation or rather ſeparation of Me- 
tals, the rather becauſe he found he 
had a Furnace in a private Chamber, 
where no Body was admitted, and that 
nopwathftanding the vaſt Sums his 
Enemies had taken from him, the ne- 
ver was in want, but provided' very 
bandſomly for his Children abroad.

ticularly chat of -Count Uifeld, whom 
he became acquainted with in his Tra- 
vels, (which were very conſiderable in

mentarians, \wha pafſs'd a | Sentence . of 
Death, upon them;as-Priends to: their 
a for ns prepar'd 
themſelves with great Courage againſt 
the next Morning, when gnex 
and.by a fingular Providence the King's 
Party attack'd them inthe Night, took 
the Houſe in which they were kept Pri- 
ſoners and reſcu'd them. | 
This great fatniliarity and friend- 
ſhip between the Count and Dr. Sper- 
ling, 4nvoly'd the: laſt:1n- the: unjuſt 
Perſecutions of the other ; being tor- 
mented by wicked Men, who natural- 
ly have an-antipathy roVerrue ; ſuch as 
Fortune -by. God's permiſſion raiſes a- 
gainft his Children totry their Conſtan- 
cy. This theſe two worthy Perſons,to- 
gether with the Counteſs Eleonora, did 
{ufficiently experience, and therefore 
the Count's Enemies never fail'd to in- 
volve Dr. Sperling in all his Conceros, 
and in all-the Calumaies they raisd 
againſt 
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againſt him. So that in the firſt Ca- 
lumnoy about poiſoning the King, they 
accus'd him of having provided the 
Poiſon, as being then the King's Phyſi- 
cian, of which Calumny he was then 
as well as the Count publickly clear- 
ed, and the Accuſers puniſh'd, as it is 
related in the foregoing Treatiſe. 
And thohe was not mention'd in the 
laſt Calumny and Sentence of Treafon 
publiſh'd againſt the Count, yet his 


Enemies 1n order to juſtify their 


Treachery and Baſeneſs, prevail'd 
with the King of Denmark in a Let- 
ter to the King of Swedex, to accuſe 
him of having kept a Correſpon- 
dence with the Count.

ſenſible that they could not obtain 
their End by the means of Juſtice, 
they were oblig'd to have recourſe to 
Tricks and Treachery, the ſame 
means they had us'd before towards 
the Count and Counteſs, his Friends. 
In order hereunto they ſuborn'd a 
Villain and Traitor, one Hagedorn, 
who put their Proje& in execution Ju- 
aas-like, in the manner following. 
He came to the DoQtor as a Stranger, 
pretending to have a ſingular Reſpett_ 
and Eſteem for his great skill in Phy- 
ſick, and defir'd him to viſit and give 
his Advice to a certain Friend of his, 
whom he pretended to be ill of a ſe- 
cret Diſeaſe. This good Man dread- 
ing no Surprize went along with him 
in a Coach tovilſit his ſaid Fatient : On 
their return, coming by a certain place 
where the ſaid Hagedorn had plac'd 
another Ruffin like himſelf, pretend- 
ing to meet him accidentally, hetold 
the DoCtor pointing to him, That that 
Gentleman had been a great Traveller 
in the Indies and other remote Parts, 
and that he had an extraordinary know- 
ledg of many curious things, asking 
him, Whether he would atlow him ” 
take 
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take him into the Coach. Dr. Sperling, 
who he knew delighted to diſcourte 
with Perſons of that CharaQter, eali- 
ly conſented thereunto. Soon after 
his coming into the Coach they drew 
up the Glaſſes, the Weather being ve- 
ry rainy and windy ; whereupon he 
rceiv'd that he was betray'd and a 
ris\ner, and he endeavouring to call 
People to his aſſiſtance, tho in vain, by 
reaſon of the {wifrneſs of the motion 
and the great noiſe the Coach and the 
Wind made, they gagg'd him, in fo 
much that he was halt choak'd, and 
in this manner carry'd him to Gluckſtat, 
and from thence to Copenhaguen. In 
the mean time the good City of Hem- 
burg where Dr. Sperling was very much 
belov'd, to ſhew their abhorrence of 
this Villanous ACtion, caus'd the Bell 
of Infamy to be rung, to pive all 
the People notice thereof, and to re- 
giſter the ſaid Hagedorn in their Ci- 
ty-Book as a Traitor, Afcer this the 
DoQor's Effefts in Denmark (which 
were very conſiderable) were all con- 
fiſcated without any cauſe, 'and part 
thereof given: to the ſaid Hagedorn as 

a Reward for his Treachery.

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The King of Sweden was graciouſly 
pleas'd to take Dr. Sperlipg's part, he 
being his Subje& and under his Prote- 
Aion, asa Member of the Chapter of 
Hamburg, and did highly reſent and com- 
plain of this illegal Action, as well ro 
the King of Dezmark,as toother Princes, 
and particularly to the King of Exgland 
who was Guarantce of the Treaty. of 
Peace between the twa Northero 
Crowns: Andin anſwer to the King of 
Denmark's Letter to him, Cid refute the 
weak grounds on which the ſaid King 
endeayour'd to juſtify the faid Aion ; 
one of which was, That DoQor Sper- 
ling had formerly been 1n his Service 
as his Phyſitian, and pretending that he 
ſtill was ſo, becauſe he had not deh- 
ver'd up his Commiſhon ; anſwering, 
Thar his Letter of Demiſſhon (which 
he had obtaind on honourable Terms, 
at his Requeſt, after the Trial of. the 
poiſoning buſineſs) was a ſufftcient 
Diſcharge from any farther obligation 
or ſubjettion to the King of Denmark ; 
{o-that the caſe was not what he bad 
been, but under whoſe Soveraignty, 
Juriſdiftion and Proteftion he was 
when he was carry'd away from 
5 Þ : Hams 
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Hamburg, which is a tres Imperial 
City : in which cate the King of Dex- 
mark was oblig'd to att according to 
Jus Gentizmm, to the end that the So- 
veraignty of the Empire, and the Ju 
Superioritatis of the Dutchy of Bre- 
men, to which the Chapter of Hem 
burg does belong, m_ not be violated, 
And that fince he tound by the King 
of Denmark's Letter that the greateſt 
and only Crime laid ro DofQtor Sper- 
ling's Charge, was his having kept 
a fecret Correſpondence above all 
others with Count Ulfeld, he defir'd 
on that account to have a particular 
and exaCt relation of all the particulars 
of the Crimes imputed to both, with- 
out which he could not paſs 8 true 
Judgment on the nature of this dange. 
rous Correfpondence laid ro Dottor 
Sperling's Charge. He concludes with 
this confidence, that the King of Dex- 
wark will be pleas'd to fuſpend all farther 
Proceedings again the faid DoQtor, 
and to conlider his Majefty*s Reaſons 
in both his Letters, and ro pur the 
Doctor at Liberty again, and ſend him 
back into that part of the Empire from 
whence he was taken, his Majeſty

The King of Sweden receiv*d no {a- 
tisfaftion to this Letter (of which I 
have a Copy by me, from which I have 
taken this Abſtract.) DoQtor Sperling 
remain'd ſtill a cloſe Priſoner, neither 
was the matter of Fa, of the pre- 
tended Crimes alledg'd againſt him and 
Count Ulfeld, clearly and circumſtan- 
tially communicated to him, that his 
Majeſty might be able to judg of 
it; the Danes dreading the ſame con- 
fuſion they had formerly drawn up- 
on themſelves, when they accus'd the 
ſaid Count at the Court of Sweden, 
as it is related in the foregoing Trea- 
tiſe: which way of proceeding may 
ehance at ſome time or other to kin- 
dle a War between the two Crowns, 
when his Majeſty of Sweden (who 
was then a Minor, and who is a

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to the ſaid Matter, not only becauſe

DoQtor Sperling's Children finding 
no Redreſs by their. Applications in 
Sweden and in England, by reaſon of 
the ſecret Intrigues of the Court of 
Denmark, preſented moſt humble Pe- 
titions to Frederick, and after his 
Death to the preſent King Chriſtian, 
and alſo made uſe of the Interceſſi- 
on of ſeveral other Perſons of Note : 
but nothing could prevail while the 
late Queen Mother to the preſent 
King was alive, as probably it might 
have done for him as well as for 
the Counteſs of U/feld, who was re- 
leas'd ſoon 'after her Death, which 
affords no ſmall ſcope of Contempla- 
tion, which I leave to the ingenious 
Reader's Conſideration.
